which was filled with crisp and witty 
sa y ing s and ag ain a pathetic sto ry , 
which wo uld cause an o ccasio nal tear 
to fa ll o nly to be brushed away . 
Dr. 
Herbert stands o ut unique and no vel, 
a lecturer to be remembered at the 
lo cal chautauqua assembly . He made 
histo ry y esterday by taking the lib­ 
erty to make statements which so me 
men wo uld no t dare to make o n the 
ly ceum sta g e. They were all received 
with the heartiest appreciatio n, be­ 
cause if he sug g ested so mething that 
struck to o near ho me, he wa s g ener­ 
ally rig ht back the nex t instant with 
a happy remembrance which bro ug ht 
co nvulsio ns o f laug hter. 
Dr. Herbert pleased a larg e audi­ 
ence in the afterno o n and mo re than 
pleased an immense o ne in the even­ 
ing . 
His trinity o f po wer was educa­ 
tio n, patrio ism, and relig io n. 
Re­ 
lig io n, where Americans ex cel, patri­ 
o tism, where Americans surpass, and 
relig io n, where Americans are bro ad­ 
minded and free thinkers. 
He said 
tha t the public scho o l sy stem o f the 
United Sta tes was the g reatest in the 
wo rld a s ha s been pro ven by the fa ct 
that many natio ns have co pied a fter 
it. 
As a pro g ressive, he 
held 
o ut 
g reat thing s fo r the United 
Sta tes, 
which co untry he said must so lve all 
o f the entang lements o f this ag e. He 
did no t spend much time o n relig io n,

o pinio n that no t many y ears will have 
passed befo re creeds and fo rms will 
be thing s o f ancient histo ry . 
In relatio n to the relig io us end o f 
his talk, the 
Rev. Mr. Herbert un­ 
wo und a tale, so funny that it was 
almo kt co nvulsing . 
In speaking o f 
fo reig n m issio ns— and he hastened 
to ex plain very pio usly that he believ­ 
ed in them— he said “ Fo reig n m is­ 
sio ns have do ne a g reat wo rk in the 
fa r ea st especially in Africa. 
They 
have been sending missio naries there­ 
fo r y ears, but they never returned 
alive a s the man-eating canibals a l­ 
wa y s devo ured them. 
But no w they 
have co nverted tho se heathens and 
they are the best Christians y o u ever 
saw. 
They are even so relig io us no w 
that they have a deco ratio n day every 
y ear, when they deco rate the g raves 
o f the departed missio naries. 
They 
ha te a big parade and the black fel­ 
lo ws march do wn the streets with big 
wreaths o n their sto machs bearing the 
inscriptio n, ‘Here lies the bo dy o f 
o ur dead missio naries.’ ” A dead sil­ 
ence fell o ver the cro wded tent fo r an 
instant and then a ro ar o f laug hter. 
But lie hushed them with this, “ But at 
the head o f the parade walked the 
big chief, he also with a wreath o n 
his sto mach which read, ‘Here lies the 
bo dy o f the Rev. J o hn P. Tho mpso n. 
He wa s a man o f ex cellent ta stes.’ ” 
In the evening Dr. Herbert pro ved 
that he was a fo ci ball fa na tic o f the 
rarest ty pe. 
In the co urse o f his 
lecture o n “ A Man 
Amo ng 
Men,” 
when he bro ug ht o ut fo rcibly that this 
is primarily a y o ung man’s ag e. 
He 
g ave a first cla ss imitatio n o f a ty pi­ 
ca l co lleg e g ame. He ho pped, skipped 
and jumped, made an end run, fo r­ 
ward pa ss, o ne-sided kick, delay ed 
pa ss, center rush and every o ther 
play tha t is co mmo n in the mo st po p- 
nlar o f all co lleg e g ames. 
He a c­ 
kno wledg ed that he was an enthusiast 
o f the rankest kind and related an 
incident o f the manner in which he 
ro de all the way fro m Io wa to Find­ 
lay , Ohio , to see his sen break his 
no se and win the g ame by making a 
to uchdo wn in the la st ten seco nds o f 
play . 
All in all. Dr. Herbert wa s a pleas­ 
ure, a rare tro *^ and g ave the Chau­ 
tauqua such an impetus o n its eig ht- 
day jo urney that it is
